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NAMING OF AMERICA 


There may be someone in the world Who 


would pay $300,000 for a single word when 
that word to "America". This is the price 
which the Prince of Liechtenstein would like 
for a great treasure which he offered for 
•ale in New York recently, but which he 
withdrew when the bids proved unsatisfac- 
tory, This treasure is the only known copy of 
the first map containing the name "America". 


The maker of the map was Martin Uacoml- 


lus Waldseemueller, a German geographer of 
the early sixteenth century. Naturally he 
was greatly thrilled by the discovery of the 
New World, which he attributed not to 
Columbus but to Amerlcus Vespuclus, In 
1507 he published a survey of geography in 
Which he «ld: 


"A fourth part of the earth has been dis- 


covered by Amerigo Vespucci. Inasmuch as 
both Europe and Asia received their names 
from women, I see no reason why anyone 
should justly object to calling this part 
Amerige, the land of Amerigo, or America, 
after Amerigo, its discoverer." 


This book was accompanied by a, map/of 


which the only copy now known is that 
recently put up for sale in New York. The 
name suggested by Waldseemueller took 
Immediately despite its injustice to Colum- 
bus. Only a few years later Waldseemueller 
apparently wished that he had been lest 
hasty. A map which he drew In 1513 does 
not contain the name "America". His 
change of heart did-no good, never catch- 
tag up with his original idea. 


Persons with a bright thought which they 


plan to publish should remember Waldsee- 
mueller and think twice. 


THES MODERN WORLD 


According to American belief, when you 


mechanize any area of life you introduce a 
laudable efficiency whose benefits are un- 
mistakable.

When Ger- 
hardt Eisler was permitted to escape on the Batory, 
the United States sent to the East of Germany a 
competent leader and a vindictive enemy of the 
United States. Besides, Elsjer knows our weak- 
nesses first hand. 
If our policy is based on the assumption that 


peace can be restored through the United Nations, 
it Is already evident that that international body 
is without potency antf that there is no hope for us 
tn that. That body Is stalemated beyond hope, ex- 
cept «s a United Nations organization of free na- 
tions, with Russia and her satellites out of it 
If our policy Is "dollar diplomacy of the new 
order," the scattering of our wealth throughout the 
world, in the1 hope that we can buy nations and in- 
fluence their decisions, then we have failed, for no 
nation has been given another subventions of so 
great an amount AS the United States has been 
handing to Great Britain; yet there is a tendency 
even in thai country to seek a neutral position be- 
tween the United States and Soviet Russia. 
It cost us 311,000,000,000 to buy an enemy, 


Soviet Russia; "how much did it cost us to buy 
frightened neutrals T No matter what the outcome 
of the Korwm situation, whether it be localized or 
leads to a general war, no nation will long be able 
to remain neutral. 
Either they are for us or 


against us 
'Hist Northern Korea was being prepared for 
war has been known for at least a year. Any per- 
son with Historic perspective should have Known 
that whoever holds Manchuria will push into Ko- 
rea, if there Is a chance. Anybody who has made 
any study at all of Marxist strategy and tactics 
must have known that sooner or later the Marxist 
empire will march from its boundaries, wherever 
they maybe fixed at the moment, to the next place. 


As soon, as Soviet Russia conquered China, with 
the aid ot the American State Department, the 
next steps were I Inevitable unless stopped. The 
next steps were Korea, Surma,' Trench fndo-China 
the Philippines, Then they would attempt to drive 
General Douglas MacArthur out of Japan. That 
would probably be the first step in their inarch of 
empire toward the United States. 


And on th* other- side, there is Germany to 
conquer, and Iran, and Iraq and even Turkey, - 


We are facing one of those movements that has 
changed the course of human history. A ntftion 
which prefers "Whodunits to history cannot be sure 
that it quit* understands the march of empire. 
Alexander, Caesar, Genghis Khan, Napoleon, Hitler 
—there have been predecessors to Stalin., but the 
Mtterfls of their activities do not* vary too1 much. 
They move wherever they can and when they suc- 
ceed, they build enormous states that seem to en- 
compass the entire human race. But never quite 
a}l of it, because always they expand beyond their 
tensile strength; always there is a cracking of the 
controls, particularly on the periphery of empire. 
Meanwhile humanity suffers. 


Those who condtict the foreign policy of the 
united States should have known and understood 
an this. It is written in th* story of man's in- 
humanity to man. But they did not understand. 
They hav*» failed on every occasion. They have 
missed every opportunity. They confused obsti- 
nate private judgments for high principles. 


Now that President Truman has reversed a 
doctrinaire policy, which he Inherited, perhaps we 
shall move in a stralghter line in defense of our 
land.

JUCABT PAIN 


Until a few years ago a patient with angina 


pectorls (pressure of pain in chest) was considered 
a heart case. Today angina pectorls is called cardiac 
(heart) pain. 


In "The Canadian Medical Association Journal," 


Dr. Harold N. Segall, Montreal, states that after 
studying heart pain for the past 30 years he can 
repeat the description of this pain as given him by 
these patients. Instead of calling it a vise-like paiii, 
as is taught to medical students, the patients des- 
cribed It as a pain under the breastbone (sternum) 
and as "a sense of weight," "pressure," "pressing," 
"squeexing," "load on the ohest," "burning," "full- 
nes," "constriction as- in a vrise," "a sensation as 
though the contents of the chest were too large for 
th* chest cavity," or "as though an umbrella sud- 
denly sprang open within the chest." The pain in 
most cases extends to the left arm, but occasionally 
to right or both arms. In a few cases there is dis- 
comfort in upper abdomen and shortness of breath, 
Dr, Segall states that in his experience there are 


three degrees of heart illness: mild, moderate and 
severe. In the mild type of heart pain (angina pec- 
torts), called chronic, the pain lasts a short time, 
and Is brought on most commonly by walking out- 
doors*—not just by walking itself, nor by any other 
type of exertion. Pain comes on sooner if the pa- 
tient walks soon after eating, or in cold weather, 
or against a wind, or uphill, or if he hurries. Some- 
times just th* sens* of hurry brings on the pain. 
The patient notices that after the pain passes he 
can walk for hours continuously without any return 
of the pain. Pain is relieved or prevented by nitro- 
glycerin. 


In the moderate type, the pain lasts a little' 


longer than m the mild type, and appears for no 
apparent reason, even with patient at complete: 
rest. There is a change hi the electrocardiogram 
but this Is corrected within a day or less. 
Finally there is the sever* type. Fain comes on 


for no apparent reason and lasts for 2 to 4 hours 
or more. Morphine is necessary in these severe 
eases to relieve the pain. 


Th* suggestion in all three types of pain is im- 


mediate rest until the physician permits the patient 
to get up

realise they are HI, Tybtrcutosis 
has no obvious symptoms in an 
early stage- «nd thousands of our 
fellow croSenir unaware that they 
have this communicable disease, 
are living, working, and playing 
among «*« •»* ">*? °« h*1"* 
their own health and innocently 
spreading their illnws. 


Who are Chew people who un- 
intentionally may be endangering 
their own fives and the health of 
those with whom they associate? 
There is no way of typing" the 
kind of person who might have 
tuberculosis because the disease 
nay strike anyone—men, women, 
and even children: rich and poof; 
old and youngs laborer and pro- 
fessional worker. 


But step* can be taken topro- 
tect people against this insidious 
way in which tuberculosis et« 
tacks. These "unknown cases" of 
tuberculosis most be found and 
placed under treatment, and they 
can be found, A dependable ''de- 
tective'1 It the chest X-ray which 
can show up evidence of tuber- 
culosis even in an early stage be- 
lore symptoms appear. 
Since early tuberculosis has no 
obvious symptoms, we must seek 
the unknown cases among the 
apparently healthy, and the chest 
X-ray is the first *tep to that 
search. 


Groups of seemingly healthy 
people ure today receiving chest 
X-rays In communities all over 
the nation to check; the health of 
their lungs. Fortunately, many 
people lean* the facts about tu- 
berculosis during these X-ray 
surveys and form the oxceUent 
habit of getting periodic chest 
X-rsys since the disease can 
•trike at any time,

Unions Sign Contract 


New Yoi'k, July 1 (/P)—A new 


throe-year 
wage-hour 
contract 


was signed yesterday by 24 A.FJU 
building trades unions, covering 
most of the 175,000 employes of 
1,006 contracting firms In the 
metropolitan area, 


In a joint statement, unions and 
contractors called the new pact a 
stabilizer for building conditions 
that may lower overall building 
costs for the life of .the contract. 


The 24 unions gained wage 
boosts of 10 to 25 cents an hour 
to bring most of their wages to 
the $3 hourly level. Lowest paid 
are laborers, at $1.90 an hour. 
Highest earners are engineers, 
stone setters and structural iron 
workers, at 53.25 hourly. 


The old contract of the two- 
dozen vmlons expired yesterday. 
The unions pledged a continua- 
tion of high man-hour productiv- 
ity. Hours remain the same un- 
der the new pact—33 to 40 Week- 
ly depending upon the trade. 
Six other building trades unions 
previously had reached wage-hour 
agreements, and six more still are 
negotiating.

Julian B Venezky, chairman of 


the National Campaign Cabinet 
and Samuel Rothberg, national 
chairman for Initial Gifts of tho 
United Jewish Appeal, issued a 
statement denying that they hart 
made a proposal in Israel last 
week that immigration be sus- 
pended for six month*.

A New York Times despatch 


from Tel Aviv stiUed that the two 
leaders of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal had urged n temporary halt 
in immigration io Israel to give 
American Je%vs a "bieathcr' in 
their fund-raising effmts for tho 
United Jewish Appeal 


"Any 
proposal for limiting im- 
migration at the present time is 
unthinkable and highly danger- 
ous," the Statement issued by 
Messrs, Rothberg and Vene/ky CIL>- 
clarad. "In conferences with lead 
era of the government and the 
Jewish Agency, we were told that 
the failure of American Jews to 
provide sufficient dollars imme- 
diately would create very giave' 
difficulties for the entire eountiy 


"We do not believe that the 


funds available at the present 
time through the United Jewish 
Appeal are adequate to meet thr 
critical needs of a 'now or never1 


immleration that cannot be kept 
below 15,000 a month If the Jews 
of the United States fall to act 
quickly, Israel itself will be over- 
whelmed and everything we have 
tried to build will Wow up In our 
faces 


"We have seen the Jews from 
Iraq, from Roumama, Poland and 
from the other countries as they 
have been coming into Israel, We 
arc convinced that our entire out- 
look must be changed and that the 
150,000 immigration figure that 
was adopted early this year must 
be sharply revised upward, 


"Several days ago the meat ra- 


tion in Israel was reduced to 540 
grams per peison per month The 
austerity bolt Is being drawn 
tighter to- welcome the new Immi- 
grants, This should be a signal to 
American Jews that there can be 
no moratorium on all-out cam. 
patgnlng for the United Jewish 
Appeal. 


'There are more than 100,000 
Jewish immigrants In the tent 
cities of Israel Nevertheless the 
country is now carrying on the 
greatest building activity in its 
history, About 30,000 immigrant 
housing units out of 37,000 that 
wore planned will be completed 
this year," Mr, Venezky and Mr.

to pounca on ju»t *uch** flimsy 
bid. 


It North could not doubi« three 
hearts, he would surely be able to 
raise the spaces or bid one of the 
minors. In that case, there would 
be time enough for South to show 
the length and strength of his 
spades, and « final game contract 
in spades would probably be 
reached. In other words. South 
could lose nothing by passing. 
There was no risk of missing the 
game, whatever happened. 


As it happened, however. North 


would have doubted three hearts 
with great gusto. Normal dcfen»e< 
would enable North and South to 
collect at (east 1100 points. This 
would be worth more than twice 
as much as the value of the game 
that South made at spades.
